On Monday, he further or- 
dered an automatic extension 
of all state-issued licenses 
and stated he will advise law 
enforcement to refrain from 
issuing citations for a driver’s 
license or registration that ex- 
pires during this emergency.

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Analysis: Trump struggles 
to adjust to crisis presidency

WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump has never 
been known for his patience 
or long attention span. 

Now, as the coronavirus 
crisis threatens his presiden- 
cy, and upends his campaign 
for reelection, Trump is rap- 
idly losing patience with the 
medical professionals who 
have made the case day after 
day that the only way to pre- 
vent a catastrophic loss of life 
is to essentially shut down 
the country — to minimize 
transmission and “flatten the 
curve” so hospitals aren't 
overwhelmed with critical 
patients. 

The president also has 
been furious that his efforts 
to halt the harrowing drop 
in the stock market have so 
far proven ineffective. He 
has been calling friends and 
economists at all hours and 
berated aides and reporters 
who try to persuade him to 
recognize the severity of the 
outbreak. 

Beyond the crisis, he has 
been agitated that he can't 
run the campaign he wants 
against Democrat Joe Biden, 
and he has used daily, hour- 
long briefings as near prox- 
ies for his campaign rallies, 
guaranteed to attract attention 
and to maintain the backing 
of his fervent political case. 

This account is based on in- 
terviews with a dozen White 
House aides, former admin- 
istration officials and Re- 
publicans close to the White 
House granted anonymity to 
discuss private conversations. 

In a sign of his growing res- 
tiveness, Trump tweeted just 
before midnight: 

“WE CANNOT LET THE 
CURE BE WORSE THAN 
THE PROBLEM ITSELF. 
AT THE END OF THE 15 
DAY PERIOD, WE WILL 
MAKE A DECISION AS TO 
WHICH WAY WE WANT 
TO GO!” 

He followed up early Mon- 
day with a series of retweets 
that seemed to endorse 
re-opening American society 
upon the conclusion of the 
initial 15-day restrictions, 
meant to slow the spread of 
the virus, on March 30. 

It reflected the view from 
a growing number senior of 
administration officials who 
believe the closing of the 
economy was too harsh but 
that re-opening it would di- 
rectly contradict the advice 
of health experts, a biparti- 
san group of governors and 
mayors and potentially set up 
a confrontation with his own 
medical advisers, including 
top infectious disease expert 
Dr. Anthony Fauci. 

Trump tried to minimize the 
threat of the virus from the 
outset and in recent days has 
vacillated between acknowl- 
edging the crisis and suggest- 
ing that it would all soon be 
over. 

With his Mar-a-Lago club 


shuttered and his frequent 
trips to the golf course now 
off limits, Trump has been 
largely stuck in the White 
House. Even in good times, 
other presidents have likened 
life in the White House to be- 
ing like prison. 

For Trump, that feeling is 
magnified by walling himself 
off during the crisis. Unable 
to travel and unsure of what 
to do, he’s been crashing 
West Wing meetings, often 
forcing staffers to hurriedly 
adjust agendas as the pres- 
ident frequently gets in the 
way of health professionals 
trying to chart a course of ac- 
tion. 

While some around him 
have suggested that he should 
only appear when there is big 
news to announce, Trump has 
been missing the spotlight 
and has told people that he 
knows the nation is watch- 
ing the briefings and doesn’t 
want to give up the stage. 

On Sunday, he asked the 
briefing, originally slated for 
4:30 p.m. to be pushed back 
later into the evening, when 
more people would be watch- 
ing — including those tuning 
in for “60 Minutes,” the pres- 
ident’s favorite broadcast 
news magazine. 

Trump has rebuked report- 
ers whose questions he does 
not like, and behind closed 
doors, it has been much the 
same. The president has 
snapped at aides delivering 
news that contradicts his re- 
lentless belief the crisis will 
be resolved soon. 

Upon his return from a trip 
to India last month, Trump 
lit into aides about Dr. Nan- 
cy Messonnier, the director 
of the National Center for 
Immunization and Respira- 
tory Diseases at the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention, who had provided a 
dire warning about the virus’ 
potential impact. He chided 
Vice President Mike Pence 
in a West Wing meeting for 
defending Washington Gov. 
Jay Inslee, a one-time Demo- 
cratic presidential contender, 
for his handling of the crisis. 
And he angrily upbraided 
medical providers who called 
on his administration to do 
more, saying they should be 
upset instead with their local 
leadership. 

And he has railed against 
journalists for investigating 
his sluggish response, driven, 
in part, by a desire to discred- 
it the media at a time when he 
knows the headlines are only 
going to get worse. 

“I watch and listen to the 
Fake News, CNN, MSDNC, 
ABC, NBC, CBS, some of 
FOX (desperately & foolish- 
ly pleading to be politically 
correct), the @nytimes, & 
the @washingtonpost, and 
all I see is hatred of me at 
any cost,” he tweeted over the 
weekend. “Don’t they under- 
stand that they are destroying 
themselves?” 

That line has been picked 
up by others in the adminis- 
tration who also made clear 
that they don’t see value in 


reporters digging into how 
the administration prepared 
for the looming crisis. 

“I don’t think it’s appropri- 
ate right now for the press to 
be going backwards,” echoed 
White House press secretary 
Stephanie Grisham. “There’s 
no reason to go backwards 
and figure out tick-tocks of 
what happened when. We’ve 
got a crisis on our hands, 
we've got a coronavirus in 
this country, and the press 
should — they’ve got a real 
opportunity...to also spread 
great information to this pub- 
lic and give information that 
our task force is trying to get 
out there.” 

It wasn’t supposed to be this 
way. 

Mere weeks ago, Trump 
and his reelection campaign 
had planned to use his mas- 
sive financial advantage to 
try to define his opponent to 
the public in the race’s early 
months, much like former 
President Barack Obama did 
to Republican Mitt Romney 
in 2012. 

Trump had planned to 
frame the race as a contest 
between a decisive president 
who had ushered in an eco- 
nomic golden age, versus el- 
ther an avowed socialist like 
Vermont Sen. Bernie Sanders 
or a creature of the Wash- 
ington establishment, Biden, 
who was struggling to raise 
money and enthusiasm. 

But instead of facing a 
wounded Democrat at the 
end of a drawn-out nomina- 
tion fight, an emboldened 
Biden has emerged as his 
party’s clear front-runner, 
having coalesced much of 
the party around him while 
addressing his cash shortage. 
And now Trump is staring 
at a recession, a potentially 
lethal political blow for any 
incumbent, but particularly 
one who has so tethered his 
fortunes to the stock market 
and a once buoyant economy. 

Unable to hold his rallies, 
Trump has lost his favorite 
outlet and deprived his cam- 
paign of compiling valu- 
able voter data. And while 
his campaign’s war chest 
remains robust, any sort of 
TV ad campaign has been 
sidelined, though anti-Biden 
digital spots are still being 
produced and aides have ex- 
pressed surprise and relief 
that the former vice president 
has largely ceded Trump the 
spotlight the last two weeks. 

With no chance of any trips 
anytime soon aboard Air 
Force One, where Trump of- 
ten spends his time talking 
out campaign strategy and 
socializing with old friends 
and allies, he’s unleashed his 
anger on Twitter — including 
at Democratic governors who 
dare criticize him — and has 
been on the phone constantly, 
peppering people with calls. 

In recent days, the president 
tried to reach one economist 
late at night but the person 
slept through multiple calls. 

So Trump just kept calling. 
Eventually, the economist 
woke up. 


Charities face growing need in 
pandemic without volunteers

For more than a week, 
Elaine Peoples, who cooked 
for a now-shuttered day care 
center, has been out of work. 
At 68, she's also at a high- 
er risk for catching the new 
coronavirus. Nonetheless, 
she’s showing up four days a 
week for her volunteer shift 
at an increasingly crowded 
Brooklyn soup kitchen and 
food pantry. 

“Volunteering is vital,” said 
Peoples, who herself is ex- 
periencing financial strain. 
“Everything I get goes to 
bills. My budget is stretched 
to the limit. There is no ex- 
tra.” 

These days low-income 
families still need food. 
Homeless people still need 
beds. And those puppies in 
the animal shelter still need 
walks. 

For decades, American 
nonprofits have relied on a 
cadre of volunteers who — 
quite suddenly — aren’t able 
to show up. With millions 


staying home during the pan- 
demic, charities that help the 
country’s neediest are find- 
ing themselves in need. 

“This is a time when we 
do need everybody pulling 
together to help us out,” said 
Leslie Bacho, CEO of Sec- 
ond Harvest of Silicon Val- 
ley, one of the nation’s larg- 
est food banks. 

Many Americans have now 
been ordered to stay inside 
their homes, although there 
are exceptions for people 
providing essential services, 
and, in orders reviewed by 
The Associated Press, that 
includes volunteering at food 
banks. 

Nonetheless, Bacho said 
half of the bank’s volunteers 
— the equivalent of 107 full- 
time staffers — aren’t show- 
ing up. This means as more 
people need food, there’s less 
ability to get it to them. 

“Volunteers are needed the 
most in times of crisis,” said 
Dr. Grover Gilmore, dean of 
Case Western’s school of so- 
cial sciences. “This is simply 
another example, and an ex- 
treme example, of everyone 
needing to help as best they 


can.” 

For most people, the new 
coronavirus causes only mild 
or moderate symptoms. But 
for some older adults and 
people with existing health 
problems, it can cause more 
severe illness. 

One out of four Americans 
volunteers, performing an es- 
timated 8 billion hours a year 
of service. The most common 
work? Collecting, preparing, 
distributing or serving food, 
according to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 

Kathryn Strickland, chief 
network officer at Feeding 
America, the nation’s larg- 
est organization of food 
banks, with some 200, said 
the group has seen a “sharp 
decline” in volunteers across 
the country, and is asking for 
new volunteers and scram- 
bling to hire additional staff 
for pay. 

Sheila Williams usually has 
25 volunteers to feed about 
100 people a day at St. Ste- 
phen Outreach in Brooklyn. 

Now she’s down to just 10, 
including Peoples, with lines 
out the door, more people 
than she’s ever seen.

Not everyone with 
lung cancer will get a cough 


DEAR DOCTOR: Our sis- 
ter saw her doctor because 
her chest felt “heavy,” and 
he found fluid in her lung. 
Further tests showed lung 
cancer, which 
had already 
spread. 
She never 
coughed, 
and she quit 
smoking 
years ago. 
What are 
some of the 
symptoms of 
lung cancer? 

DEAR READ- 
ER: Although 
a cough can be an indication 
of lung cancer, it is not the 
only sign of the disease, and 
it doesn’t appear in every 
case. Lung cancer can take 
years to develop; in its ear- 
lier stages, people may have 
no symptoms at all. When 
the disease does begin to 
make itself known, some 
of the symptoms can be un- 
usual, and, thus, not imme- 
diately associated with lung 
cancer. 

Let’s start with a cough. 
It’s one of the more common 
symptoms of lung cancer, 
and it appears in up to half 
of all patients. This can be 
a new and persistent cough 
that isn’t associated with a 
cold or the flu, or it can be 
a chronic cough that gradu- 
ally becomes worse. These 
coughs may be painful, 
and they may produce red 
or rust-colored phlegm or 
sputum, which indicates the 
presence of blood. Any time 
that you cough up blood 
— whether it is bright red, 
which indicates new blood, 
or a darker hue, which sig- 
nals old blood — it’s import- 
ant to see a doctor. 

The presence of fluid, as 
in the case of your sister, 
is known as pleural effu- 
sion. It’s not actually inside 
the lungs, but in an area 
between the lungs and the 
chest wall, which is known 
as the pleural space. When 
it is associated with can- 
cer, the condition is known 
as malignant pleural effu- 
sion, and it is a sign that 
the disease has spread. The 
buildup of fluid in the pleu- 
ral space causes the sensa- 
tion of heaviness that your 
sister reported, sometimes 
also described as a feeling 
of tightness. Often, it is 
accompanied by shortness 
of breath, a dry cough and 
exhaustion. Pleural effusion 
can be life-threatening, and 
the fluid must be drained. 

Additional symptoms of 
lung cancer include chest 
pain, hoarseness, frequent 
bouts of bronchitis or pneu- 
monia and persistent chest 
pain. Symptoms of the dis-

ease that are not lung-related 
include persistent fatigue or 
malaise, loss of appetite, un- 
explained weight loss, swol- 
len or enlarged lymph nodes 
and shoulder or upper-back 
pain. Some patients devel- 
op an enlargement of the 
fingertips, known as club- 
bing. It’s important to note 
that each of these, including 
cough, can be caused by 
other conditions. 

For adults who are at a 
higher risk of developing 
lung cancer, the recent de- 
velopment of an early stage 
screening test has been an 
important advance. Known 
as low-dose computed to- 
mography, or a low-dose 
CT scan, it’s recommend- 
ed for adults between the 
ages of 55 and 80 who are 
heavy smokers, or who were 
heavy smokers and quit less 
than 15 years ago. The scan, 


which uses a small amount 
of radiation, makes a de- 
tailed image of the lungs. 
Risks of the test include 
false positives, which can 
lead to unnecessary surgical 
procedures, and exposure 
to radiation, which itself 
can cause cancer. Anyone 
interested in the test should 
check with their doctor to 
see if they meet the screen- 
ing criteria.

Multiple Tony-winning 
playwright Terrence 
McNally dies at 81

NEW YORK — Terrence 
McNally, one of America’s 
great playwrights whose pro- 
lific career included winning 
Tony Awards for the plays 
“Love! Valour! Compassion!” 
and “Master Class” and the 
musicals “Ragtime” and “Kiss 
of the Spider Woman,” has 
died of complications from the 
coronavirus. He was 81. 

McNally died Tuesday at 
Sarasota Memorial Hospital in 
Sarasota, Florida, according to 
representative Matt Polk. Mc- 
Nally was a lung cancer sur- 
vivor who lived with chronic 
inflammatory lung disease. 

His plays and musicals 
explored how people con- 
nect — or fail to. With wit and 
thoughtfulness, he tackled the 
strains in families, war, and 
relationships and probed the 
spark and costs of creativity. 
He was an openly gay writer 
who wrote about homophobia,

“I like to work with people 
who are a lot more talented 
and smarter than me, who 
make fewer mistakes than I 
do, and who can call me out 
when I do something lazy,” he 
told LA Stage Times in 2013. 
“A lot of people stop learning 
in life, and that’s their trage- 
dy.” 

McNally’s “Lips Togeth- 
er, Teeth Apart,” about two 
married couples who spend a 
weekend on Fire Island, was 
a landmark play about AIDS. 
His play “The Ritz” became 
one of the first plays with un- 
apologetic gay characters to 
reach a mainstream audience. 

McNally also explored gay 
themes in the book for the mu- 
sical “Kiss of the Spider Wom- 
an,” for which he won his first 
Tony Award. His play “Love! 
Valour! Compassion!” earned 
him another Tony Award for 
its portrayal of eight gay men 
facing issues of fidelity, love 
and happiness.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) 
— Five more deaths were
